In 18 55 Mr. Francis went to Eu rope, 
lie introdu ced hi* inventions at many 
cou rts. 
He remained abroad abou t 12 
years and made many varm friends in 
many lands by h s i.ioff< ,st, u nassu ming 
frank ness a.jd his habitu al co urtesy . 
And he received great honors at the 
cou rts of k ings. 
1 shall not soon forget the stories he 
told of the events witnessed in these 
Eu ropean capitals, they were all so in­ 
teresting, and he was so wholly frank 
and natu ral in their narration. He was 
long at the cou rt of theczar, a sovereign 
who was deeply interested in the work 
of the inventor. 
When 
Mr. 
Francis 
went to Eu rope, he had letters of intro­ 
du ction from many prominent Ameri­ 
cans. 
In St. Petersbu rg he called u pon 
the American minister. Here, as he told 
me lau ghingly, he forgot all abou t his 
letters of introdu ction, one of which 
was from the president of the United j 
States and anotlu r from the secretary of 
state, and merely told some of the offi­ 
cials connected w ith the American lega­ 
tion that h<' wished to meet the czar.

Why, it wou ld tak e you a month 
to get an introdu ction to the grand du k e, 
to say nothing abou t getting into Du ­ 
pres* nee of t lie czar. ” 
Mr. Francis went away, and, with 
tru e American indejn ndence, called at 
tin1 palace of the grand du k e. 
lie sent 
in his plain visiting or bu siness card. 
He had not long to wait. Tin; attendant 
u shered him into a magnificent salon ill 
the du cal palace. 
“ From the farther 
-iff** el the splendid room,’’ said the old 
gentleman to me as he related the story, 
his eyes glowing with the recollection 
of the triu m ph of the hou r, “ appeared 
the Grand Du k e Constantine, one of 
Am* riea’s tru est friends, and, both of 
his hands ou tstretched, he took both of 
mine in his as he reached m e.’’ 
The grand du k e ask ed what he cou ld 
do for Mr. Fraii&s, the man of whom 
they had heard so mu ch, whose life sav­ 
ing service was even then of su ch valu e 
to Ru ssia’s seaeoast, and whose inven­ 
tions promised so mu ch for Ru ssia— 
what cou ld he do? 
Mr. Francis said 
that he wou ld lik e to meet the czar. 
Certainly . 
The g rand duke wo uld 
make an appo intment with him to dino 
in a day o r two with the czar at the 
palace. 
And this was his intro ductio n to 
Alex ander 11, a ruler who nev er fo rg o t 
this g entle, mo dest American, and who 
thro ug h lo ng y ears o wned him as a 
cherished friend 
A day o r two afterward Mr. Francis 
stro lled into the o ffice o f the American 
leg atio n. I do ubt no t there was a merry 
twinkle in his ey e, fo r no man lo v ed a 
quiet jo ke better than he did. 
The o fficial to who m Mr. Francis had 
ex pressed his desire to meet the czar 
spo ke up jo king ly : 
“ Well, ho w are y o u co ming o n in 
y o ur effo rts to meet the czar? ” 
“ I hav e seen him. ’’ 
“ W hat,” with do ubt in face and 
v o ice, “ y o u hav e seen tho czar? Ho w 
did y o u see him, pray tell? ” 
“ I dined with him y esterday , ” was 
the simple answer. 
And it was no t the last time he was 
entertained at tho imperial palace.— 
W. 8 . llarwo o d in St. Nicho las.

On the whole, the Vatican may be 
divided into seven portions. These are 
the pontifical residence, the Sistine and 
Pau line chapels, the pictu re galleries 
the library, the mu seu ms of scu lptu re 
and arclu eology, tit*' ou tbu ildings, in­ 
clu ding 
tin1 barrack s of 
the Swiss 
gu ards, and, lastly, the gardens with the 
pope's casino. 
Of these the 8 istii:*j 
chapel, tin1 galleries and mu seu ms and 
the library are incomparably the most 
important. 
The name Sistine is derived from 
Sixiu * IV 
Tin* libiary was fou nded by 
Nicholas V, whose love of book s was 
alm o st equ al to his passion for bu ilding. 
The galleries 
are 
representative 
of 
Raphael's work , which predominates to 
su ch an extent that the paintings of al 
most all other art ists are of secondary im- 
portau oe, precisely as Michael Angelo 
filled the Sistine chapel w ith himself. As 
for tho mu seu ms, the objects they eon 
tain hu vo been accu mu lated by many 
popes, bu t their existence ou ght perhaps 
to be chiefly attribu ted to Ju liu s 11 and 
Leo X, the principal representatives of 
the Rovere and Medici families.—F. 
Marion Crawford in Centu ry.

su bterranean cavern 
an d is in all verity “ lo st” to hu man 
sight, as the name implies. Occasio nal­ 
ly a way farer will thro w a ro ck inside 
and listeu to the ho llo w thu d, thu d, as 
it seems to bo u nd fro m ledge to ledge 
into the awfu l darkness o f the earth’s 
interio r. 
Almo st half a mile farther 
do wn the mo u n tain the stream emerges 
fro m its u ndergro u nd co u rse as abru pt­ 
ly as it disappeared.
